i “It’s good news,” said Berkowitz, 
}1 epidemiologist whose study was 
jablished in Thursday’s New Eng- 
ind Journal of Medicine. “It reas- 
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sures women who fit the characteris- 
tics of our study population.” 

The group under study was largely 
white, well-educated non-smokers 
who had private insurance, received 
prenatal care and delivered in sophis- 
ticated medical centers. 

“Fiven though this is a very unique 
group, it typifies women who are de- 
laying child bearing,” said Berkowitz. 
“By and large, it is women who are 
doing it for career reasons.” 

The findings by Berkowitz and her 
colleagues at Mount Sinai School of 
Medicine in New York do not mean 
that ‘women can ‘postpone child bear- 
ing indefinitely and still be assured of 
having a baby. 

As women age, they become less 
fertile, and even when they get preg- 
nant, they are more likely to have 
miscarriages. In addition, they face a 
higher risk of having babies with ge- 
netic disorders. 

The researchers did not check for 
Down’s syndrome and other genetic 
disorders among the older women’s 
babies, because virtually all of moth- 
ers underwent testing for these prob- 
lems during pregnancy. 

Their study also showed that those 
over age 35 are twice as likely as 
younger women to have some health 
complications of pregnancy, including 
diabetes and high blood pressure.

WASHINGTON — Health Secre- 
tary Louis Sullivan said Wednesday 
the government will propose a more 
informative food-labeling system to 
replace the “Tower of Babel” that 
shoppers now encounter. 

The proposed changes would re- 
quire disclosure of the fat, fiber and 
cholesterol content of nearly all pack- 
aged foods and require that they meet 
standardized definitions to be labeled 
“low fat” or “high fiber.” 

“The grocery store has become a 
Tower of Babel, and consumers need 
to be linguists, scientists and mind 
readers to understand the many la- 
bels they encounter,” Sullivan told a 
food policy conference. 

“Some food labels are hard to read 
and understand. Vital information is 
missing, and frankly some unfounded 
health claims are being made in the 
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marketplace,” he said. “It’s a real 
mess.” 

Sullivan said the Food and Drug 
Administration will propose a three- 
phase change in food-labeling regula- 
tions. 

Final regulations would be in place 
sometime in 1991, he said. 

Once the proposals are printed in 
the Federal Register, the public is 
given time to comment on them. Af- 
ter that, the department can put the 
rules into effect. 

Two bills pending in Congress, 
sponsored by Rep. Henry Waxman, 
D-Calif., and Sen. Howard Metzen- 
baum, D-Ohio, would impose require- 
ments similar to those Sullivan dis- 
cussed. 

Consumer groups praised the in- 
tent of the proposal, but criticized the 
FDA for moving too slowly to address 
a problem that has been building for 
years.

Methane gas 
Is culpritin 
explosion

CRESTED BUTTE, Colo. — A 
buildup of methane gas emerged 
Wednesday as the suspected cause of 
an explosion that leveled a bank, 
killing three employees and injuring 
14 other people, authorities said. 

Preliminary autopsy results re- 
leased earlier Wednesday discounted 
a bomb as the cause of the explosion 
Tuesday at the Crested Butte State 
Bank in this Rocky Mountain ski re- 
sort town. 

Seven people remained hospital- 
ized in Grand Junction and Gunnison, 
three in serious condition. 

Montrose pathologist Dr. Mike 
Benzinger said he discounted a bomb 
as a cause after examining prelimi- 
nary results of autopsies on the three 
dead women. 

There were no marks on the vic- 
tims’ bodies to indicate explosives 
were involved, Benzinger said. 

The blast, which occurred as the 
bank was opening for business, lev- 
eled the two-story brick building, re- 
ducing everything except the vault to 
rubble. 

The victims were identified as 
Donna Smith, 33; Jade Woelk; and 
Monica Henning, all of Crested 
Butte. The ages of the other victims 
were not available. 

State and local investigators would 
not speculate further on the cause of 
the explosion until federal investiga- 
tors began examining the site. 

U.S. Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco 
and Firearms personnel began arriv- 
ing Wednesday. 

Methane as the cause “is my most 
fervent hope,” said Hank Smith, po- 
lice chief in Mount Crested Butte. 

Methane is odorless and colorless, 
| detectable only by hand-held instru- 
|ments, said Bill Denning, an inspec- 
tor with the U.S. Mine Safety and 
Health Administration in Denver. 
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“We've been here before,” said E1- 
len Haas, executive director of Public 
Voice for Food and Health Policy. 
“What consumers do not want is to 
continue in the nutritional minefield 
that is the supermarket with the mes- 
sages they bombard us with every 
day.” 

Industry groups complained that 
the government’s plan would allow 
states to go beyond the federal label- 
ing rules and impose their own re- 
quirements on manufacturers. 

This, they said, could result in 50 
different sets of labeling require- 
ments food makers would have to 
meet. 

“Tf everybody is concerned about 
confusion, then why can we not have 
one uniform national labeling system 
that applies across the board from 
Portland, Maine, to Portland, Ore- 
gon,” said John Cady, president of the 
National Food Processors Associa-

tion. 

The Center for Science in the Pub- 
lic Interest said the FDA’s legal au- 
thority to require mandatory nutri- 
tion labeling is unclear. Sullivan said 
his department’s lawyers believe oth- 
erwise. 

In the next six months, the FDA 
will issue a proposal requiring nutyri- 
tion labeling for all packaged foods. 
This requirement could be extended 
to other foods that FDA regulates, 
including fresh fruit and produce, offi- 
cials said. 

Under current FDA labeling re- 
quirements, which were put in place 
17 years ago, nutrition labeling is re- 
quired only when a manufacturer 
adds vitamins, minerals or proteins or 
makes a nutritional claim about the 
product. 

About 60 percent of packaged foods 
now list nutrients, and about half do 
so voluntarily, said Ed Scarbrough.

Press and media regulate 
government, journalist says

People are the sovereigns of Amer- 
ica, with the president being their 
employee and the press and media 
being a watchdog, said syndicated 
Washington columnist Jack Ander- 
son. 

Anderson spoke on ethics in the 
media as a part of BY U’s Ethics Sym- 
posium Wednesday. 

The press needs goals, a code of 
honor and a code of ethics because no 
one else has the right to regulate the 
media except the media itself, he said. 

In order to gain a perspective on 
media ethics, one must begin at the 
founding of our country. “The future 
is bearing down on us like an on-rush- 
ing express train — democracy is ex- 
ploding all over the world,” Anderson 
said. 

The “glasnost spirit” present in the 
world today started 200 years ago 
with the founding of America, he said. 
The Declaration of Independence in- 
troduced those founding principles 
that have stood up for the past 200 
years. 

In America the people are the 
sovereigns. “In other constitutions, 
the government grants the people 
certain rights, however, ours is the 
only one I know of in which the people 
grant certain rights to the govern- 


ment,’*he said. 

Anderson said because of the demo- 
eratic nature of our government, the 
press plays a vital role of watchdog. 
“The government without a watchdog 
is dangerous and it is a government 
that will repress individuals. A gov- 
ernment without the press is worse 
than no government at all,” he said. 

Reporters have the responsibility of 
being fair and that is not always easy, 
said Anderson. Investigative re- 
porters are usually the first on the 
scene and do not know all the informa- 
tion. 

Sources also usually only give what 
the reporter wants to hear. It be- 
comes the responsibility of the re- 
porter to get the most accurate report 
and let people know what they know, 
Anderson said. 

Anderson always tells his re- 
porters, “I want the facts as they are, 
not as you think they are or not what 
you wish they were, but as they are.” 

Anderson said the government is 
operated and run by 10,000 separate 
octupuses all of which have entangling 
arms. The octupuses’ first priority is 
to feed itself with greenbacks from the 
United States Congress. Because of 
this need to be fed, the government 
leaks only information which helps it- 
self, therefore it is the responsibility 
of the press to weed through informa- 
tion. 


Surgery for twins— 
prognosis is good

A pregnant Oregon woman who un- 
derwent a new laser therapy Tuesday 
at the University of Utah in hope of 
saving her unborn identical twins is in 
satisfactory condition, but is ex- 
pected to remain in the hospital for 
two more weeks. 

The woman, Tana Boucher, 25, 
Salem, Ore., spent Tuesday night in 
the labor and delivery room because 
of the possibility that the procedure 
that was performed earlier in the day 
might cause the fetuses to abort. 

When that possibility diminished, 
she was moved to the University Hos- 
pital’s Clinical Research Center, 
where she will remain for the next 
two weeks as doctors monitor the fe- 
tuses, said John Dwan, University 
Health Sciences Center spokesman. 

Boucher will have to remain in the 
area under medical supervision for 
two weeks after that. It will not be 
known if the procedure was success- 
ful until the babies are born in about 
five months, Dwan said. “We think it 


went well. If all goes well, she will 
return to Oregon and hopefully havea 
normal pregnancy,” he said. 

The procedure, in which blood ves- 
sels shared by the fetuses are severed 
by laser beam, was performed by Dr. 
Julian DeLia, who developed the 
technique and is the only physician in 
the United States who performs the 
procedure. 

Boucher was conscious during the 
procedure, but had received an 
epidural anesthetic, or spinal block. 

DeLia uses a neodymium-YAG 
laser beam directed through a fiber 
optic rod in a specially designed “feto- 
scope” to seal off blood vessels in the 
placenta shared by the twins. 

Boucher found out two weeks ago 
that the four-month-old fetuses suffer 
from Twin-transfusion Syndrome, an 
often-fatal condition in which fetuses 
share the same blood supply. About 
2,500 American babies annually die or 
are born prematurely with severe 
health problems as a result of the con- 
dition. 

Delia has performed four TFS laser 
therapy procedures so far. Four of 
the six babies delivered have lived.

Prosecution rests in Hazelwood trial 


ANCHORAGE, Alaska — The prosecution rested its case today against 
Joseph Hazelwood after a defense lawyer tried to poke holes in an expert’s 
testimony that the skipper was drunk while in command of the Exxon Valdez. 

Richard Prouty acknowledged his method of calculating backwards to de- 
termine someone’s prior level of intoxieation is a subject of dispute among 
experts. 

He also said his results would have been different if he had different facts 
about Hazelwood’s liquor consumption before he boarded the tanker. 

Prouty said he was told by prosecutors that Hazelwood drank five shots of 
100-proof vodka in a period seven hours before he boarded the ship on the 
night it ran aground. 

Hazelwood, 43, of Huntington, N.Y., is charged with criminal mischief, 
reckless endangerment, operating a vessel while intoxicated and negligent 
' discharge of oil. He could get up to 7 1/4 years in prison and $61,000 in fines. 


FBl investigating Salt Lake City burglary 


SALT LAKE CITY — The FBI is looking into the burglary at the apart- 
ment of a woman who turned over to federal authorities allegedly porno- 
graphic films that she claimed were given to her by former Department of 
Corrections official Scott McAlister. 

FBI Agent Tim Screen said the reports of the burglary at Linda Dreitzler’s 
Salt Lake County apartment have been included in the file of its ongoing 
investigation into McAlister for allegedly transporting child pornography 
films from Oregon to Utah. 

The apartment was burglarized Feb. 10, according to a sheriff's report, 10 
days after Dreitzler gave 30 8mm movies she claimed McAlister had left in her 
safekeeping to the U.S. Attorney for Utah. 

There was no forced entry and nothing was apparently taken, although 
Dreitzler told detectives someone had rifled through her personal papers. 


White House wants to close Libya plant 


WASHINGTON — The White House said Wednesday that Libya has 
renewed production of chemical weapons, posing “a major threat” and requir- 
ing “vigorous action” to shut down the plant. 

White House Press Secretary Marlin Fitzwater refused to exclude the 
possibility of a military strike to knock out the poison-gas plant. 

“We don’t rule out anything,” he said. 

However, Fitzwater also suggested the plant could be closed if foreign 
suppliers denied it the raw materials needed to produce chemical weapons. 

“The international community should step up its efforts to deny Libya the 
ability to continue operating the plant,” he said. 

Chemical weapons are considered the atom bomb of poor nations because 
they are relatively cheap to produce and hard to detect. 

Libya is one of about two dozen countries considered capable of actually 
producing poison gas, which was used by Iran and Iraq in the Persian Gulf 
War.

SALT LAKE CITY — The wife of the former Wendover, Utah, chief of 
police has been ordered to appear for a March 15 roll-call hearing in 3rd Circuit 
Court to set a preliminary hearing date on drug charges. 

Janese Wade Carter, 29, appeared before Judge Dennis Fuchs Wednesday, 


after being charged last week with two second-degree felony counts of distri- ° 


bution of cocaine and methamphetamine. 

Prosecutors allege that Carter, wife of former chief A. June Carter, sold six 
ounces of cocaine and four ounces of methamphetamine for $16,000 to a 
confidential informant outside the Crossroads Mall on Feb. 27. 

Mrs. Carter and her attorney declined to comment after the proceeding. 

Carter, 35, was charged with one count of cocaine possession, and in a 
special meeting Monday night, the five-member City Council unanimously 
voted to fire him. He faces a preliminary hearing March 30 in Tooele’s 3rd 
Circuit Court. 

ae Carter was fired as a part-time reserve officer and police evidence 
clerk. 


Subway wreck kills 3 in Philadelphia 


PHILADELPHIA — A subway train derailedand‘smashed into a support 
beam in Philadelphia during) Wednesday.morning’s rush hour, shearing one 
car “like a sardine can.” The crash killed three people, injured 130 and left 
some trapped for hours. 

Officials said it is the worst accident in the 21 years the Southeastern 
Pennsylvania Transportation Authority has operated the regional commuter 
system. 

Doctors amputated the right leg of one woman to free her from the wreck- 
age of the six-car train. But the woman died four hours later of complications 
from a second broken leg and severe chest injuries, said Hahnemann Univer- 
sity Hospital spokeswoman Linda Clossey. 

Of the 130 people treated at hospitals, five were in critical condition at the 
University of Pennsylvania Hospital, and 35 were discharged by afternoon. 

All three of the dead were among seven passengers trapped in the wreck- 
age, authorities said.

Lyme disease season 
brings concerns to Utah

Lyme disease, a newly identified 
illness transmitted by a tick bite, was 
reported in Utah three times last 

ear. 

The total Lyme disease reports in 
the United States in 1989 was 4,572, 
more than double the 2,368 cases re- 
ported in 1987. 

New York accounted for 56 per- 
cent of the 1988 cases, and 90 percent 
of the cases were reported in the 
Northeast, according to the federal 
Center for Disease Control. 

Utah has remained safer than other 
states, but caution is still advised. 
“It’s pretty rare here, but we do have 
them. We always caution people to 
beware of ticks,” said Lynda Nielson, 
a community health specialist from 
the Utah Department of Health and 
Bureau of Epidemiology. 

The symptoms of Lyme disease 
were described in a May 22 
Newsweek article. In most Lyme dis- 
ease cases, the first symptom is a red 
rash — usually in the shape of a bull’s 
eye. The rash develops days or weeks 
after a tick bite. Other symptoms in- 
clude aches and fever. Later, 
arthritis-like pain in joints or nerve 
damage causing pain and numbness is 
apparent. 

Treatment for the disease requires 
antibiotics, sometimes administered 
intravenously when the disease is not 
caught early enough. 

The Lyme tick should not be con-

Orem will contribute $38;000%0 the 
project, but will be reimbursed for 
approximately $20,000 of that figure 
by UDOT because Orem Public 
Works will design and engineer the 
bridge, he said. 

“The old 15-foot wide bridge was 
made out of wood and was deteriorat- 
ing so badly that we found it neces- 
sary to close it,” Thaxton said. 

The new 36-foot wide bridge will be 
made of concrete, and will contain a 
4-foot wide pedestrian walkway.

fused with the regular tick, said Ru- 
lon Dean Skinner, BYU associate 
professor in the department of Recre- 
ation Management and Youth Lead- 
ership. 

The regular tick is bigger and eas- 
ier to see. It will stick its head into a 
person’s flesh and suck the blood; as it 
does this its body gets bigger. The 
Lyme tick is smaller, about the size of 
a straight pin head, and therefore not 
as noticeable, Skinner said. 

The sooner a Lyme tick is removed, 
the better — the tick needs 24 to 48 
hours to transmit Lyme disease. 
Some methods of removal are more 
effective than others. 

“T’ve heard of putting oil on the tick 
to cut offits oxygen so he’ll back out,” 
Skinner said. “Also, you can blow out 
a match and touch the rear end of the 
tick and he is supposed to back out — 
but I never could get these ways to 
work.” 

Skinner recommends sticking a 
sterilized needle just under the skin 
where the tick’s head is and flip the 
tick out. 

Nielson said a person should use 
tweezers to remove a tick. “But be 
careful not to squeeze the tick or it 
will squeeze bacteria into you. Also, 
don’t just pull the head off — make 
sure the head is out of your skin,” she 
said. 

Nielson said tick season in Utah 
lasts from April to June, but can ex- 
tend later. “We are approaching tick 
season, so people need to be careful,” 
she said.

Many people have a misconception 
about the supposed “objectivity” of 
the press, he said. “If you’d like an 
unbiased report of the news, read his- 
tory.” The amount and nature of news 
reported to the public is dependent 
upon the harshness of restrictions and 
controls placed on the flow of news, he 
said. 

Adamson said as the president of 
KSL, he must keep three filters open 
at all times. “First, I am a broad- 
caster. Second, Iam a Mormon broad- 
easter. Third, I am a Mormon broad- 
caster who’s boss is the Mormon 
Church.” 

The fact that KSL is owned by The 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints has an impact on the type of 
coverage given by the station. He 
said the three major networks control 
the content of prime time television, 
but the remainder of the program- 
ming day is decided by individual sta- 
tions. 

Sensitivity is an important factor in 
determining the programming con- 
tent channeled through KSL, but he 
said that “sometimes you have to get 
in with the filth.” 

“There’s a great big world out there 
and it isn’t all pretty — that shouldn’t 
stop us from finding out about it,” he 
said. 

Adamson also said he is licensed to 
serve the entire public, and not just a 
portion of the public with a certain 
viewpoint.

Sister missionary | Asazeeg 
manual demeans 


A few of my anarchist friends on 
the staff of Student Review recently 
gave me a copy of a manual for sister 
missionaries, distributed by the 
Church in the MTC. It is entitled “Ye 
are the Light of the World,” and as 
one would expect from such a title, 
the work consists of sections on pos- 
ture, hair care, color coordination, 
wardrobe accessories, standing, 
walking, going up and down stairs, 


sitting, getting in and out of cars, and 


“picking something up.” 

Though it is not my duty to criticize 
such an effort to make our missionary 
force look and move their best, and 
thus be as saviors to the world, I can 
recommend a few slight and humble 
suggestions. 

To begin with, it seems the manual 
does not speak directly to the modern 
woman hidden beneath that dark 
brown or charcoal gray dress suit. I 
would therefore restructure a few 
sentences to appeal to what is com- 
petent and no-nonsense, to the kind of 
gal who appreciates straight talk, 
facts and information, who chews on 
life and spits it out with relish. The 
fast-paced sister missionary of today 
is self-reliant. And because she is, 
states the manual, she “carries her 
own books,”and “contacts the land- 
lord instead of the elders to correct 
maintenance problems.” 

We are all editors, so let’s work 
together on this one. 

I think I’d prefer something like 
“she carries her own firearms” and 
“contacts the landlord instead of the 
elders when she finds her own power 
tools and precision instruments to be 
insufficient for the task at hand.” 
Does that help any? 

This next passage doesn’t seem to 
really be appealing to what is bright 
and quick in sister missionaries: “If 
you feel secure on the stairway, you 
may not need to grasp the rail; how- 
ever, you may want to let your hand 
(palm open) glide lightly along the top 
of the rail. If you are unsure or if 
hazardous conditions exist, you may 


need to take a firmer hold of the 
handrail.” 

Such statements as “Select: snack 
foods from the basic four groups,” or 
“Control what goes into your body,” 
seem somehow a little simplistic. May 
be P’ve been in college too long. But so 
does “When folding your arms, make 
sure your fingertips are showing so 
that you will look and feel relaxed.” 
Why can’t they say something like, 
“Try and relax. Let your weight set- 
tle on your haunches so that investi- 
gators can see that you are like them 
in the way you sit.” I wonder if that’s 
any better. 

A few more: “Place all litter in trash 
cans.” “Avoid nervous habits, such as 
twisting jewelry, pulling or combing 
hair, fidgeting with or biting finger- 
nails, twirling a pencil, cracking 
knuckles, picking teeth, or drumming 
fingers on the table.” Or how about 
this one: “To decline coffee, turn your 
coffee cup upside down or simply say, 
“No, thank you.” 

Weall know sister missionaries are 
dedicated, and because they are, the 
manual states they will do the Lord’s 
work instead of helping the elders 
with such things as laundry, sewing, 
baking, haircuts and meal prepara- 
tion. Now how can we change this 
list? 

Can we say instead that the sister 
missionary serves the Lord instead of 
always having to work the elders over 
ina spirit of tough love? How can we 
appeal to the kind of sister missionary 
who taught me, who had me con- 
vineed within an hour? 

“Ye are the Light of the World” isa 
sad misnomer in the sense that sister 
missionaries are patronized, their in- 
telligence insulted, and their feel for 
fair play between the sexes is stymied 
because there is no corresponding 
guide for the elder, someone we know 
is normally still emerging from the 
protean mass at the age when it is 
time for him to go on a mission.

Teachers’ demands OK 


As a three year veteran teacher in 
the state of Utah, I was quite dis- 
turbed by Stephen Christiansen’s ed 
itorial entitled “Teacher’s Tactics 
Selfish.” I decided to quit teaching 
and return to school this year because 
of the lack of educational support in 
Utah. However, I applaud the efforts 
of the teachers. It is about time some 
action was taken. The three years I 
taught, teachers received no salary 
increases and were also forced to 
work with decreasing supply bud- 
gets. Simple economics should help 
Mr. Christiansen understand the 
plight of teachers and students in 
Utah’s public education system. 

I have not met a Utah teacher who 
does not supplement their supply 
budget with their own money. Cou- 
pling inflation with static salaries 
causes teachers to have to spend 
greater amounts of their own money 
to keep their classrooms fully sup- 
plied and functional. Teachers do not 
have to spend their money, but they 
do because they care about the chil- 
dren they teach. Many teachers I 
know actually own everything in their 
classrooms with the exception of the 
desks, chairs and chalkboards. 

By striking, teachers create an ar- 
tificial lack of supply and force legisla- 
tors to reevaluate the importance of 
the service teachers render. If the 


school districts can fill all the vacated 
positions with strikebreakers (or 
scabs, if you will), the teachers run 
the risk of getting fired. Leaving the 
substitute teacher in a bind probably 
cultivates a greater appreciation for 
the situation presented the regular 
teachers. Unfortunately, the children 
suffer in the short run, but eventually 
they are better off if a strike is suc- 
cessfull. 

When I was an undergraduate, I 
too was very idealistic, Mr. Chris- 
tiansen. However, reality has a way 
of eroding idealism. I miss the kids 
very much since I quit teaching, but I 
do not miss the empty promises and 
wallet with which I once lived. In fact, 
with my wife and I each working part 
time, we earn nearly as much as I 
earned while teaching. As poor stu- 
dents, our standard of living is only 
slightly lower than beginning teach- 
ers. 

That is deplorable! Mr. Chris- 
tiansen, your editorial was both irra- 
tional and naive. I do, however, agree 
with one statement you made: “Bet- 
ter funding doesn’t produce better 
students; better teachers do.” It’s 
about time that Utah’s teachers were 
paid for their diligent, hard-working 
attitudes with more than a pat on the 
back.

BYU justice: Guilty 
until proven innocent 


Suppose that someone drives to 
Salt Lake City and has a drink. Even 
though BYU students should not be 
drinking, I do not believe that BYU 
has the right to expel that person if he 
is turned in by a friend. Because of 
our honor, we ourselves are rquired 
to expose our misdoings, not other 
people. It is not the duty of our 
friends or enemies to turn us in. It is 
not their duty, nor is it their right, nor 
is it their sin. Their duty is to talk to 
the offender and admonish him to ex- 
pose his sins to Standards. As an ex- 
ample: 

If Jack commits a sin, Tom is not 
going to go in and say to the bishop, 
“Well, Jack committed all of these 
sins, and I think you should know.” 
The bishop-would probably tell him, 
“Jack can tell me about that. Now is 
there anything you want to clear up, 
Tom?” 

As far as I have seen, BYU’s long 
arm reaches from sea to shining sea. I 
have known of people who have left 
Utah and violated the Code of Honor, 
and when they returned to BYU they 
were expelled. I do not think BYU’s 
arm of power should extend itself be- 
yond the Provo/Orem area, where 
most of its students reside. I do not 
think BYU should be concerned with 
violations committed in Salt Lake 
City, and especially not. ones commit- 
ted in the surrounding states. People 
who leave Provo and do the wrong 
thing should not have to come back 
and face Standards court. What they 
do on their own time is their own busi- 
ness. 

I am not saying I agree with stu- 
dents who leave the area and go out 
and get drunk, or gamble, or do other 


things. I am only saying that BYU 
should not be concerned with them, 
nor should they prosecute them on 
the basis of hearsay evidence from 
peers — they should only deal with 
these violaters if they come out and 
confess. As far as I am concerned, it 
really is none of BY U’s business what 
anyone does when they leave the 
area, or campus, for that matter. 

At BYU, any and all offenders are 
guilty until proven innocent, as far as 
I have seen. When someone is sent to 
Standards, or turned in by a friend 
who was “concerned” and “thought he 
was doing this last night,” the victim 
is guilty until he can come up with an 
explanation or a witness that can 
prove him innocent. This is wrong. It 
goes against the American system of 
justice. Furthermore, this univer- 
sity, by its very nature as an LDS 
affiliated university, should adminis- 
ter justice as it states in the Honor 
Code: by our honor. Standards should 
be quicker to listen to the accused 
offenders than it is to expel them, or 
put them on probation. If they signed 
the Honor Code, then most likely 
they will tell the truth, if they have 
any shred of decency left within them. 
Besides, if they do not tell the truth, 
remember Romans 12:19: 

“Dearly beloved, avenge not 
yourselves, but rather give place unto 
wrath: for it is written, Vengeance is 
mine; I will repay, saith the Lord.”

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More realities at a real university 


Ina recent editorial about the real- 
ities of the BYU-LDS Church rela- 
tionship, Stephen Robinson seems to 
have confused legal rights with moral 
responsibilities, and an education 
with a pizza. It is true that since the 
Church owns “every brick and blade 
of grass” at BYU, the Board of 
Trustees has the legal right to do vir- 
tually anything they please with the 
university. They can expel students 
for drinking Coke, for not doing their 
hometeaching, or for writing in Stu- 
dent Review. They can make gradua- 
tion contingent upon signing a pledge 
of allegiance to God, creationsim, and 
the Republican Party. Legally, their 
options for social and intellectual con- 
trol are almost limitless. But there 
are certainly limits on what they can 
do and still preserve BYU as a univer- 
sity, that is, an institution dedicated 
to education and the unfettered pur- 
suit of truth. For this reason, the is- 
sues of rightness or fairness are not 
irrelevant, as Robinson suggests. 
Rather, they are crucial to the mis- 
sion ‘of atty university. 


Robinson presents an education as * 


a business transaction, a sort of 
restaurant of the mind; we show up 
properly attired, pay our money, and 
in return get whatever the house is 
serving. If we are dissatisfied, we are 


But education is not a pizza, and it 
cannot be considered a contractual ar- 
rangement since the university can- 
not guarantee that students will be 
educated when they graduate. Edu- 
cation is a process rather than a 
product, consisting of a certain type 
of curiosity and critical thinking that 
students may or may not pick up in 
four years at BYU. A university does 
not merely serve up carefully pack- 
aged bits of information; more impor- 
tantly it provides an environment in 
which students can learn to think for 
themselves, and this environment re- 
quires a certain amount of freedom. 

Equally disturbing is Robinson’s 


contention that “if the Church pays . 


the bills, the Church sets the condi- 
tions.” This transforms the univer- 
sity-student relationship into one of 
sheer power, and makes BYU sound 
like a bad marriage — since the hus- 
band pays the bills the wife must bow 
to his every demand, no matter how 
unfair or abusive. In this conception, 
the Church is subsidizing tuition in 
teturn for ¢ompliance, 

‘Apparently Robinson has not figs 
ured out that students bring at least 
as much into their relationship with 
BYU as the university offers to them 
(including subsidized tuition). Some- 
what surprisingly, he gloats about the 


leaders’ decision to yank the financial 
rug out from under BYU when they 
realize they are “tired of paying for 
something and not getting it” (again, 
a crass, material interpretation of a 
relationship that, like a good mar- 
riage, should be characterized by 
love, trust, compromise, and some 
degree of independence on both 
sides). But if the best LDS students 
choose to go elsewhere, the devasta- 


tion would be at least as great and 


BYU would not be a bargain at any 
price. 

Because of its church affiliation, 
BYU will always offer its students 
and faculty less freedom (but perhaps 
more security) than is available else- 
where. Yet at the same time, BYU 
must allow enough room for alternate 
ideas,- approaches and lifestyle 
choices that it remains a true univer- 
sity. Unfortunately, the issue of aca- 


_ demic freedom, both for faculty and 


students, will never be completely re- 
solved because BYU is built upon a 
contradiction. 

‘On the one hand, as members of the 
true chureh, we already possess the 
most important truths this life re- 
quires, and the rest is just so much 
frill. Thus, our job here can be inter- 
preted simply as indoctrination. On 
the other hand, as a university we are 


can be discovered by our own exer- 
tions, and our responsibility is to both 
seek out new truths and challenge old 
orthodoxies — a position which is not 
necessarily contrary to the scrip- 
tures.

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County Commission supports truck ban

The Utah County Commission officially supports 
the state resolution banning interstate travel by 
semitrailer trucks along U.S. 40 through Provo 
Canyon, said Commissioner Brent Morris. 

In a written statement, the county commission 
said it will recommend the Transportation Commis- 
sion implement such a ban in Provo Canyon. 

House Joint Resolution 41 was proposed by 
Reps. John Valentine, R-Orem, and Byron Har- 
ward, R-Provo. Valentine said the intention of the 


resolution is to preserve the characteristics of 
Provo Canyon. 

“To build a road which would accommodate the 
weight and needs of interstate semis, most of the 
tight curves and steep inclines would have to be 
smoothed out,” Valentine said. 

Construction would carve up the canyon to the 
point where it would resemble a modern highway, 
he said. “It will look more like Parley’s Canyon in 
Salt Lake than the present Provo Canyon,” he said. 

The commission said its desire is to preserve the 
tourist interests in the canyon and control the level 
of PM10 produced by diesel engines. 


Morris said a statistic from the Bureau of Air 
Quality indicates that diesel emissions in Provo 
represent 12 percent of the total PM10 levels in the 
area. 

He said the stopping and starting of trucks along 
800 North in Orem and University Avenue in 
Provo also cause traffic backups, which increase 
the amount of carbon monoxide emitted by the 
trucks. 

UDOT has one year to check into the canyon 
problem and implement a plan before the state 
passes legislation banning interstate truck pas- 
sage, Valentine said.
